this-morning and asked for a ride in- 
to Galva. As soon as he got in tbe 
car, DeEeu said, the -banker identi- 
fied himself; a four 'days' growth of 
beard was. the only noticeable feat- 
ure about his appearance --.nd Yocum 
seemed to'bej ja"- good spirits.

explosion in Iho Whcatlcy Ko. 4 coa 
mine near here were found on the 
eighteenth level' shortly before 
o'clock Uris morning, it was announc 
ed at the mine top. It was believed 
the bodies would be brought to the 
surface shortly. 


Ked Cross representatives announc 


ed that $SO would be allotted for the 
burial of each victim. 


Flvo of the eight 
bodies were 


brought to the surface by 10:30 a, m 


Evidence of the unusual force of 


Iho explosion and nfter-damp 
en- 


countered by rescuers caused them 
to abandon hope of finding any of 
the trapped victims alive. 


The lethal gas which filled 
the 


shaft following the explosion so ham- 
pered resuers that they frequently 
were forced to withdraw until the 
after-damp had cleared away. 


However, they hoped 
today 
to 


overcome this obstacle and determine 
definitely the fate of those entombed 
by the explosion which hurled Wil- 
iam Donloy. working near the en- 
trance of the mine, to his death 
against the tipple. 


As hours passed during which fev- 


erish efforts of rescue crews compos- 
ed of veteran miners brought 
no 


race of the trapped miners, only 
their relatives clung to hope that 
.he victims had been able to escape 
he deadly gas.

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WERE THEY MAD? 


What inspired Sidney Brock and 


George Reilley to end their lives by 
suicide within three days of -each oth- 
er, each leaving about $700,000 in in- 
surance payable to their firm of Reil- 
ley & Brock and which firm was in fi- 
nancial difficulties? Does it spare the 
feelings of relatives any for a coroner's 
jury to return the customary verdict 
that the act was the result of insanity? 
_Does anyone believe the men actually 
were insane? 


Here were two men occupying po- 


sitions of trust and standing in their 
community conducting a legitimate 
business in an honorable way. Others 
trusted them and they executed the 
trust the best they knew how. 
But 


they failed. 
Not because there was 


anything wilfully wrong but because 
in trying to define the future, to pierce 
the impenetrable fogs of the days to 
come, their judgment turned out faul- 
ty. Faced with this crisis they elected 
to sacrifice their lives that those who 
had trusted them might not 
suffer. 


They deliberately decided that it was 
worth more to them to return their 
friends and clients to a comfortable 
position in life than to live themselves. 
Perhaps the public will say a foolish 
act, certainly in direct violation of ac- 
cepted religious tenets. But many will 
class it as partaking of the noble. 


The usually accepted coroner's jury 


verdict that every person who com- 
mits suicide is insane is often far from 
the-truth". In stress "and in trouble, in 
danger and under difficult 
circum- 


stances the number is legion that gives 
its life either directly by the method 
pursued by Brock and Reilley or by 
facing dangers that mean the 
same 


thing. 
Is the parent who "runs be- 


fore the onrushing train that-is about 
to crush the life out of a child, throws 
the child 'to safety and- accepts certain 
death in its stead, a madman? Are the 
guards left to protect the retreating 
army .with directions to die at their 
post and who willingly accept their 
fate, insane? An acute mind may see a 
shade of distinction between these in- 
stances and the case of ^Reffley and 
Brock but there is no-practical differ- 
ence. 


History tells us that Hannibal com- 


mitted suicide,, that Napoleon after the 
first overthrow that sent-him, to Elba 
had tKe poisoned cup dashed from his 
hands, that Bismarck once contem- 
plated suicide. - Herndon who was a 
law partner of Abraham Lincoln re- 
lates in his biography-of that illustri- 
ous man that in his early manhood, 
overcome by the death of Miss Rut- 
ledge whom he deeply loved, he was 
watched closely by his friends for fear 
that "the dark and gloomy weather 
might produce such a depression of 
spirits as to induce him to take his 
own life." Even Washington became 
so depressed during the dark and 
gloomy periods of the revolutionary 
stmggle that he' told friends he would 
gladly welcome death as a relief from 
Ms crushing 
responsibilities. 
Bis- 


marck; like many another, was saved 
By his faith In the Hereafter, for, 
"wrote he, "If this world were the end 
of all, it would not be worth the dress- 
ing and the undressing." 


Medical authorities have always 


found it difficult and perhaps it will 
always be impossible to classify the 
various mental attitudes and their re- 
actions to the different stresses of life, 
whether sentimental, religious or oth- 
erwise. But however wrong the tak- 
ing o£ one's life by the actual commis- 
sion of the act that terminates earthly 
existence, there is something elevat- 
ing about the conduct of Brock and 
Reilley as there is about the action of 
the pilot -who sticks to his post with 
certain death as the result in order to 
save his cargo of human souls, t'or 
"greater love than this no man hath, 
thaa to lay down his life for his 
j^iccds." 


SEEKING THE OPEN COUNTRY 


The outskirts of American cities 


are generally curious places. There 
are usually two or three suburban 
neighborhoods with large 
houses, 


well-kept lawns and great shade trees, 
where the well-to-do live. 
There are 


other, larger neighborhoods, 
with 


smaller houses, lawns and trees, where 
the lesser folk live. Then, succeeding 
these, and straggling 
out into the 


country, are more or less haphazard, 
undesigned regions where houses of 
no particular style of architecture He 
tossed in one and two acre plats of 
ground, surrounded by vegetable gar- 
dens and set off by rickety garages. 


These are the places that lie be- 


tween the suburbs and the open coun- 
try. They are occupied by city 
folk, 


generally by workingmen, but they 
partake of the rural; their vegetable 
gardens are usually flourishing, and 
there is ordinarily a swarm of children 
about each one, generally a dog and 
often a rather commodious chicken 
coop. Here is the way one of these 
homes comes into existence: A work- 
ingman buys the land—an acre of low- 
priced ground, probably on a land con- 
tract. First of all, he builds a garage 
on it. Usually it is a two-car garage, 
although he has but one car; and he 
and his family move in and set up 
housekeeping beside the family car. 
There follows a year or two or three 
of this. Then, the land paid for, a 
house is built. Sometimes the occupant 
is a carpenter or a mason by trade, in 
which case he builds the house him- 
self. Otherwise, he has it done in the 
usual way. Eventually, say five years 
after he first took over the land—he 
has his place all fixed, with a house, a 
garage, an acre of ground, and a neat 
garden. He drives to and from work in 
the city, his family lives in the open 
country and all hands are well satis- 
fied. 


This is something that the automo- 


bile has made possible. It dould not 
have been done in the old days. The 
workingman had to stick within street 
car distance of his job, and dismal 
were the city slums into which he 
cramped himself. Now, however, if he 
has energy and courage, he can get 
away and work out his^own salvation. 
Now in diagnosing the future we 
usually assume that it will follow the 
receiit past—that cities will grow 
larger and larger as the years go by. 
But is if -not quite as reasonable to 
suppose that this new trend outward 
will take the-place of the old trend in- 
ward?'And isn't that, on the whole, a 
better prospect? 


Cities are not, after all, very good 


places for people to live. This dawning 
movement to the-open country is a- 
good sign. It means a better life, and 
a measure of real independence, for 
the people who take part in it Let us 
hope that it continues;, and if the 
homes that it produces are not very 
pleasing to the eye, just remember- 
that the average block of low-priced 
houses in a big city is not, either. 


LIGHTING OUR HOMES 


The lighting of offices, schools, fac- 


tories and stores is a fairly simple 
problem. The thing wanted is effective 
illumination with the least eye strain. 
Lighting the 
home involves more. 


Says an authority on this subject: 


"Lighting has made revolutionarj- 


differences on the stage, and can be 
just as effective in a private home. 
Women are beginning to realize that 
they can change the mood of a room, 
and set off various kinds of costumes 
with different lighting. A bridge party 
calls for bright illumination, and a tea 
for something soft. Street clothes de- 
mand one effect and evening clothes 
•another." 


_ Some one may object that women 
would not have realized these things 
if clever lighting experts had not 
thought of them first and then 
brought them to public attention, but 
that is being- needlessly cynical. There 
is no reason why we should not have 
varied and beautiful lighting effects in 
our homes, if the improvements really 
improve, increasing 
efficiency 
and 


comfort as well as charm.

ords, and lower epidemic standards 
instead? 


In order to attain this 100 per 


cent attendance record children with 
"slight colds" insist on going to 
school and teachers encourage them 
to do so, thus carrying disease to 
their classmates. 
I'm for sending any child with 


suspicious symptoms home or keep- 
ing those with such illness at home, 
out of school long enough to ascer- 
tain -whether the illness developing 
is a communicable one . . ."

gressional candidates, as some re- 
ported only the items required un- 
der the federal law, while others re- 
ported amounts which they technic- 
ally could have omitted. 


Philip Lehner of Princeton, nomi- 


nated for the unexpired term of the 
late Plorian Lamport as well as for 
the 72nd Congress, reported every- 
thing apparently, including gas and 
oil used in motoring about the dis- 
trict and made a detailed report of 
the expenses of his campaign for 
the nomination, -which is not requir- 
ed at all under federal law. 


Eep. Henry1- Allen Cooper of Ra- 


cine, Republican nominee from the 
first Wisconsin district, reported 
that he had contributed $100 to the 
Republican State Central committee 
and ?25 to the Republican county 
committee and had paid $20 to the 
Journal-News for publication of a 
card of thanks.

Seven hundred and ninety-two can- 


didates for Congress, 78 candidates 
for the United States Senate and 71 
candidates for governor, in addition 
to a host of minor local officials, 
face the voters of the nation Tues- 
day, Nov. 4, in the most important 
elections intervening Between the 
1928 and 1932 presidential campaigns 


Thirty-two states will elect gov- 


ernors. 


Thirty-four of the 96 seats in the 


Senate, whicti are-f or six-year terms, 
are at stake. 


Four hundred and thirty-one of the 


435 seats in the House of Repre- 
sentatives are to be filled, as an en 
tire new Congress is elected every 
two years. (Maine held its election 
early, on Sept. 8, electing its four 
congressmen, a senator and a gov- 
ernor, all Republicans, at that time )

goods are not present on the shelves 
x>f the merchants; the consuming 
public is doing without the commodi- 
ties and the merchants are losing a 
lot of former profits. 


When the added taxes were an- 


nounced, a number of merchants 
threatened to close their shops, but 
were told that jail would follow such 
actions. Laborers who went on 
strike in protest against the levies 
were also put in the criminal class. 


Poultry, lard, eggs, cattle and 


even chicken feathers are on the 
list 
of specially taxed 
articles. 


Branch tax offices have been opened 
in the principal farming districts 
and all produce brought to market 
is assessed before it can be offered 
for sale. 


Although a good percentage of 


the money is eventually accounted 
for by construction or improvement 
of such public projects as harbor 
•works, the Canton cement plant, the 
Whampoa military School and main- 
tenance of the provincial army; the 
flotation of loans has become almost 
a habit with the Canton authorities.

New York—(CPA)—The grimy old 


gingerbread metropolitan opera 
house, where New York's ruling dy- 
nasty may .be seen once a year In 
the flesh, has held out for another 
year against the wreckers and the 
lure of new sites, and at the season's 
opening Monday night rolled up rec- 
ord receipts for a single performance 
—515 over the previous high of 1920. 


Galli-Curci had insisted that opera 


•was a dead art form. Gloomy stu- 
dents of business cycles and the like 
had predicted' that It would be ut- 
terly imp'ossible for the old opera 
house to make its necessary seasonal 
turn-over of $3,000,000. But the man- 
agement found less than one per 
cent of cancellations among the 9,000 
subscribers of record and a long line 
waiting for all single seats—with the 
golden horseshoe just as golden as 
ever. 
It was whispered in the foyer that 


the grand circus maximus of New 
York fashion was restrained in dis- 
play this year, that too much scin- 
tillating would', be. somewhat indeli- 
cate, against the drab background of 
things in general. For one not a con- 
nosseur in these matters, it was 
hard to tell. A few visiting Mahara- 
Jahs, with their dynastic jewels, or 
a dab of platinum here and there 
might have touched things up a bit 
but aside from that it looked as if 
conditions in this line were basically 
sound. 


LONG LINE OF FURS 


-. Past the gilded bust of Caruso 
there was a steady drift of sable, 
mink, brocade, satin, sequins, ermine, 
silver net, canary silver, platinum,.:

Corinthian in style, atop a simple 
frieze work.

would be killed by their propellers. 


So 
Lieutenant 
Salter 
dropped 


through them. He let himself fall 
2,000 feet before opening his para- 
chute. Then, below the planes, he 
let 'himself drift slowly down to 
safety. 


Lieutenant A. S. Merrifield and 


.Lieutenant J._ D. Kreyssler were 
practicing combat maneuvers last 
May. Their planes collided 4500 feet 
above the earth while each was go- 
ing 120 miles an hour. Despite the 
terrific force of this impact both 
men escaped alive, floating down to 
their parachutes. Their chutes open- 
ed at 3,000 feet 


Lietuenant E. "W. Gaetz was do- 


ing a slow roll at 3,000 feet when 
his safety belt broke a year ago. 
His plane was upside down. He 
fell-out, head foremost, pulled his 
rip-cord and came down slowly. 


The commander of the squadron 


is Lieutenant I. A. Woodring—living 
on borrowed time, like the others. 
Last April Ms plane went into an 
outside spin 800 feet off the ground. 
He cut his belt, pulled his rip cord, 
was thrown clear of the whirring 
propeller, and came down by para- 
chute, all an the space of 800 ff-et. 


Lieutenant P. B Balfour was sail- 


ing 800 feet above the- ground In a 


seven-sMp formation last fall when 
a cadet flyer crashed into his ship 
from the rear, the propeller destroy- 
ing the tail of his plane. 
Balfour 


.came down unhurt in his chute. The 
cadet was killed. 


Youngest of the Eockwell Field 


Caterpillars is Lieutenant B. P. Kies- 
sig. While a cadet at Kslley Field 
he got lost on a cross-country flight 
and his gasoline gave out. Unable 
to find an emergency landing field 
when he .dropped flares, he "baled 
out" and came down 3,200 feet to 
safety landing right beside a barbed 
wire fence. His plans hit the ground 
took fire and was destroyed. 


The four enlisted men who have 


joined the Caterpillars are Coporal 
"W. L. Green and 
Privates M. E. 


Stokes, P. V. Lockwood and T. Wasil- 
vich. They were over Fresno, Calif 
in a big transport plane when the 
propeller on the right motor gave 
way. This set up such a strong vi- 
bration that the left motor began to 
fly to pieces. The four men jumped 
as fast as they could, and the lack 
of their weight enabled the pilot 
to glide the plane to a saf<3 landing. 
All escaped without a scratch. 


These men don't have to read 


thriller magazines—they make their 
own thrills. In fact, it is probable 
that there is no aerial experience 
that some member of the squadron 
has not undergone. There has been 
everything from being tossed out 
of an inverted plane while flying 
upside down, ~b~y the breaking of a 
safety belt, to diving through a sea 
of whirring propellers with their 
knife-like blades. 


From available records, this squad- 


r-m holds the world mark for forced 
jumps from disabled planes. It is 
said to have by far the largest rep-

measles killed 2310, according to the 
surgeon general's office of the army. 


Tho Vltual Statistics Division of 


that office has, been busy compiling 
medical statistics on the 4,122,930 of- 
ficers and men who served in the 
war, half of whom reached France. 


Its figures can be used to estimate 


accurately tho number of lives that 
may be saved by adequate hospital 
supplies and equipment for military 
forces In case of any future war. 
Complete statistics are gathered on 
such data as sick and mortality rates 
for all important disease, accidents, 
climatic effects, battle casualties by 
numbers and percentages and by 
kind of weapon or agency, parts 
of the body affected, losses per or- 
ganization and total battle losses. 


The estimate of 200 poison 
gas 


fatialities Is compared with 38,147 sol- 
diers and marines who were killed 
instantly In action or who died be- 
fore they could be removed. 


FEW DEATHS BY GAS 


Nevertheless, 70,552 gassed men 


were taken to hospitals as against 
147,651 hospitalized for shell, shrap- 
nel and gunshot wouncs. But accord- 
ing to the surgeon general's fig- 
ures, only 1 7 per cent of the former 
died as against S.26 per cent of the 
latter. Only 
four of the 86 
men 


listed as totally blinded in the war 
lost their sight by gas. 


A total of 234,136 men in the Amer- 


ican uniform were wounded. About 
14,700 of them died, bringing the to- 
tal of men killed or mortally wound- 
er In battle to 52,849. 


Total World War battle casualties 


are given as 272,283, or 6.6 per cent 
of the 4,123,000 men raised for the 
struggle. Those kil.ed or mortally 
wounded in action were about 1.4 
per cent of the entire force. 


Each case of sickness and non-bat- 


tle injury required an average of 27 
days of hospital treatment, each war 
gas patient 42 days and each victim 
of gunshot, shell or shrapnel 95 
days. 


Casualties exceeded three per cent 


per division or less than five per 
cent of the actual battle days. 


The average losses of an infantry 


regiment were about double that of 
its division on the same days. 


WILL BE PREPARED 


Such information Is used to com- 


pute aggregate 
medical personnel, 


hospitalizatlon and supplies that will 
be required for the saving of lives 
in a theater of operations, and care- 
ful study is made of the highest 
average number of casualties per di- 
vision per day for several consecu- 
tive days so that the medical ser- 
vice in the combat zone can be pre- 
pared for the maximum strain. 


The army now boas's "a volume 


of charts, graphs and tables which 
enable the surgeon general to say 
with surprising- accuracy how many 
doctors, nurses, hospital beds and 
Mnds of hospitals, medical supplies 
and equipment will be needed for 
any military force In time of war 
under any given conditions." 


At time, it is pointed out, as many 


as one-fourth of the military force in a 


en battle zone may be under 


the direct administrative and dis- 
ciplinary control of the medical ser- 
vice. From 13 to 15 per cent of the 
'orce may be In hospitals and from 


10 to 12 per cent In tho medical per- 
sonal attached to tho combatants. 


On Armistice Day, In 1318, 10.29 


per cent of tho A. E. F. was in the 
hospital. The Vital Statistics Division 
has calculated, however, that if the 
high hospital admission rate dur- 
ing the Meuse-Arsonne operations 
from Sept. 26 to Nov. 11 had con- 
tinued the percentage of the A. E. 
F. in the hospital at the end of one 
j ear would have been 16.S per cent

of Spain. It includes such ports as 
Bilboa, Gijon, San Sebastian and 
Santarider and contains iron and 
coal. It is highly-valued also as a 
manufacturing district.

Washington—No other member of 


the Hoover cabinet 
has had any- 


where near as hard going as Dr. Ray 
I/yman Wilbur, who took a leave of 
absence from the presidency of IJe- 
land University to become secre- 
tary of the interior. 


Considering- the auspicious circum- 


stances under which Wilbur enter- 
ed political life, it all seems rather 
remarkable. A year and a half ago 
he was generally 
regarded as an 


'idealist and a liberal of great ability 
and intellectual attainment. Consul- 
tation of the files confirms the im- 
pression 
that his was about the 


only cabinet appointment which was 
not attacked from one quarter or 
another. Many persons thought it 
was the best appointment of the lot. 
"Wilbur was the cabinet's one "Hoo- 
ver man." 
He had gone to college 


with the president 
and they were 


very close friends always thereafter. 
_]SIo one ever doubted that he would 
bring an air of sanctity to the Interi- 
'or Department. 


But now it must be admitted that 


Dr. Wilbur, who as a trusted advis- 
er has had to watch Mr. Hoover de- 
cline in popularity, is himself rated 
not much higher than his brother 
^Curtis, who was secretary 
of the 


navy. Everyone in Washington has 
heard the story that 
Coolidge ap- 


pointed Curtis under the impression 
that he was selecting Raj-. Whether 
that was true or not it was always 


k generally admitted that Curtis was 
rather a mistake, even if not exact- 
ly that kind of a mistake. 


MAY CANCEL LEAVE 


It often takes a man a long time 


to gain credit for successful accom- 
plishment of a constructive 
pro- 


.grarn whereas it takes no time at all 
to get into hot water. But Dr. Wil- 
-bur may be unable to stay and reap 
glory. The Stanford Daily at Palo 
Alto, student publication, says his 
-leave of absence from Stanford has 
, expired, and that Dr. Wilbur will 
have to return to his old job or re- 
-sign. 


That seems like a blow from be- 


hind in view of Dr. Wilbur's other 
troubles. It might prevent him from 
remaining in Washington to explain 
why he happened to take it upon 
himself to change the name of Boul- 
der Dam to Hoover Dam, as he did 


7the other day while pounding a sil- 
ver spike into a railroad tie.

to ask what 
it's 
all 
about.

Senate killed 
off a

,tion last January, introduced bj Sen- 
-,ator Smoot,

had greeted the bill with sarcastic 
comment. 


Dr. Wilbur has been under attack 


most of all In connection with power 
issues. It so happens 
that 
when 


there have been disputes Dr. Wilbur 
has been found on the side of the 
power companies. First he worked 
out a scheme for allocation of Boul- 
der Dam power which gave Califor- 
nia municipalities 
far less power 


than they expected and power com- 
panies far more than anyone expect- 
ed they were going to have. 


PROBE HIS APPOINTMENTS 
Senator Johnson and Congressman 


Swing, fathers of the Boulder Dam 
act, led the vociferous protest. Next 
the Senate 
investigated 
appoint- 


ment of F. E. Bonner as executive 
secretary of the Federal Power Com- 
mission, of whi-h Wilbur is chair- 
man, and it appeared that Bonner 
had been named after Wilbur con- 
sulted the head of a large California 
public utility* company. 


As chairman 
of the power com- 


mission, Dr. Wilbur also came under 
fire for his attitude on disposition of 
the huge Flathead 
power site in 


Montana and for his present sup- 
posed attitude favoring a commission 
decision declaring the New river in 
Virginia non-navigable 
and hence 


largely outside the commission's jur- 
isdiction. 


He supported Bonner in the lat- 


ter's fight with Solicitor Russell and 
Chief Accountant King of the com- 
mission, who have 
squeezed out 


considerable padding from capital- 
ization figures of various power com- 
panies obtaining federal licenses to 
develop sites. 


MORE TROUBLE 


The Indian Bureau, under his com- 


mand, has also given Dr. Wilbur 
trouble. Obviously inspired by the 
best of motives in dealing with the 
Indian problem, the secretary has 
not yet had any luck with it. 
A 


Senate 
committee 
found many 


things very wrong with Indian ad- 
ministration and will recommend im- 
portant changes in the handling of 
Indian affairs. 


It seems reasonably certain that 


Dr. Wilbur would have to testify at 
the expected Senate investigation of 
charges by Ralph S. Kelley that the 
Interior Department has given away 
billions of dollars worth of Colorado 
oil lands to large 
oil companies. 


Most of the dirty work, if any ante- 
dated Wilbur's tenure, but he is ac- 
cused of ignoring Keltey's repeated 
charges and recommendations. 


Some Californians 
here suggest 


that Wilbur would be very happy if 
the Stanford trustees refused him a 
further leave of absence. 


Anyway, the Interior secretary- 


ship seems to be a jinx job. Wilbur's 
predecessors 
were Albert B, Fall, 


Hubert Work, 
Roy 
West—over 


whose confirmation the Senate had 
such a fight, and Franklin 1C Lane, 
who went on E. L. Doheny's payroll 
after leaving office. And perhaps you 
remember Secretary 
Ballinger in 


Taft's administration.

Dr. Watson said, the plague flared 
up in the remote province of Yunan, 
China, In 1871. Attracting little at- 
tention, it grew until, m 1894, it 
broke out in the great city of Can- 
ton.It spread to India and thence 
through the world until the death 
toll reached nearly 30,000,000. In 
India, alone, more than. 10,000,000 
succumbed.

blows 14 miles an hour it Is just 
5.4 times as cold to the bare skin as 
still air at the same temperature. 


Contrary to teachings 
of some 


scientists land a popular belief, fur 
i_> not warmest with the hair turned 
inside. 


Certain clothing actually makes 


one cooler in still air than none at 
all ! 


These and other discoveries about 


warmth of clothing are reported to 
the American Society for Testing 
Materials by Ephriam 
Freedman, 


director of the bureau of standards 
o; R. H. Macy and-company. 


They were found with a new kind 


of robot which looks like an elon- 
gated tin can and radiates heat ex- 
actly like an unclothed human, body* 
It can be dressed and then made to 
record the warming properties of 
its suitings. 


This robot has a bronze skin, and 


for nerves a wire-thin 400-inch-long 
copper, sylene-filled 
theremometer, 


which is wound spirally around the 
outside of Its body. 


Its insides are an electrical heat- 


ing apparatus and It 
records the 


exact amount of energy, in watts, 
necessary 
to maintain its bronze 


skin at body temperature.

Scientists Comb Jungles 


For New Facts On Disease 


New Orleans—(fP)—Tulane 
univer- 


sity's 
mlctobe hunters 
are back 


from the Jungles of Panama' with 
new secrets of tropical Ills, blazing 
the health trail for great interna- 
tional highways, of the future. 


In three months, one in a Jungle 


seldom penetrated by white men, 
they gathered data that it will take 
two years to compile and classify. 


Some of their findings are expect- 


ed to halt the ravages of tropical 
diseases whose path to the north 
will be opened in the future with 
construction of the proposed inter- 
national highway that is to stretch 
from Brownsville, Tex., to the tip 
of the Argentine. 


The expedition was led by Dr. 


Ernest Carroll Faust, professor of 
parisltology, in charge of the de- 
partment of tropical medicine in the 
Tulane medical school. 


A veteran whose research work 


has taken him to China, French 
Indo-China and the remote Malay 
sections of the Philippines, he led 
the Tulane group to a section in 
Panama which is one of the few 
remaining tropical areas in that re- 
gion not previously investigated by 
Rockefeller foundation men. 


The Tulane men were the first 


group of investigators selected by 
the Gorgas Institute of Panama for 
research in tropical diseases. They 
examined more than 2,000 patients, 


captured rare specimens of reptile 
and animal life, and studied some 
of the greatest scourges of the Am- 
erican tropics, amoebic dysentery, 
malaria, worm parasites and veno- 
mous' snakes. 


They captured specimens of the 


deadly bushmaster, a snake that 
takes a heavy toll 
along jungle 


paths, and are working on an anti- 
venom. 
From one specimen 
Dr. 


Faust took enough poison to kill 
eight men. 


After 
two 
months' 
laboratory 


work under Dr. Herbert C. Clark, 
laboratory, the Tulane party went 
by steamer to Boca de Cupe, the 
last native 
village on the Tuira 


river in Darien province and pro- 
ceeded by canoe into the malaria- 
infested jungle. 


With Dr. Faust were Dr. William 


H. Martinez of New Orleans and 
Alberto Prieto, a Tulane medical 
student.

FROM DEPRESSION 


More People Must Be Given 


Work, Industrial Leaders 
Agree 


BY RODNEY DUTCHER 


Washington—The exact effect of 


the business depression and resultant 
unemployment upon the wages and 
"working hours of labor cannot be 
surveyed until the depression is over, 
but experts on labor conditions re- 
port that there have been marked 
changes in the previous trends both 
as to hourly wages and hours. 


Prior to the past year there was 


a slight but steady average increase 
in hourly wages which now appears 
to have been replaced by a 
corre- 


sponding decrease. 


There was also a smull gradual 


decrease in working hours and the 
trend in that direction has 
been 


accelerated. 


What will happen to wage scales 


in the near future remains a . mat- 
ter of speculation, although con- 
sensus of opinion is that there will 
be no more than" a ' negligible 
change. But one net effect of the 
extensive unemployment situation. 
it seems certain, will -be-a 
much 


more widespread .application of the 
shorter working day and shorter 
working week. 
.Lately, the five-day week" arid' the 
sis-hour day have been more than 
ever, discussed as a partial remedy 
for .unemployment and

main Until He Takes Office 
as Senator

Washington — Few governmen 


departments have ever been kept in 
such, a long suspense over the ques 
tion of who -would be their next boss 
as the Department of Labor. 


It has been going on now ever 


since the election of Herbert Hoo 
ver, which was just about two 
years ago. At that time no one 
suspected that the new presiden 
would long require the services o: 
Secretary James J. Davis, known 
locally as "The Puddler" and—for 
some reason or other—in Pennsyl 
vania politics as "Banjo Jim." 


Sooner or later there must be a 


new secretary, Davis stayed on be 
cause Hoover couldn't decide whom 
to put in his place. Then Jim'an- 
nounced for the Senate in Pennsyl- 
vania 
and won the nomination, 


which means his election, so there 
was but a brief lull in the buzz of 
speculation in the Labor Department 
and'-labor circles' generally, as it was 
first "supposed that Jim would re- 
sign as soon as he began to cam- 
paign.

Many of them would just as soon 


. keep old Jim. After all, "he doesn't 


putter around with department af- 
fairs enough to bother anyone and

is about "how Jim is supposed to 
have asked "What fire?" when Mr. 
Hoover asked him about a 
fire 


which burned out two of his impor- 
tant bureaus ten days previously.

of some unsympathetic person with 
an" urge for changes In policy.

There has been a report that the 


Puddler would 
resign about 
the 


first of December after his election 
as senator from Pennsylvania. But 
those who have observed his ten- 
acity in clinging to his post through 
the change in administration and 
the primary and election campaigns 
doubt very seriously whether he will 
leave before the time conies to take 
his senate seat March 4. 


In view of the increasingly criti- 


cal nature of labor problems, espe- 
cially the prevalence of unemploy- 
ment all through 1930, it might be 
supposed that the large amount of 
discussion here about the secretary- 
ship might center on the idea of 
getting an expert 
qualified to

It was 
responsible for last winter's weekly 
employment statements, based on
